PREFATORY  NOTE  REGARDING  THE  LIBRARY  OF  THE 
LATE  JAMES  STILLMAN  OF  NEW  YORK  CITY 


The  Collection  of  Books  gathered  by  the  late  James  Stillman  is  an 
extensive  one,  and  embraces  a  wide  field  of  literary  productions.  The  subject- 
matter  predominant  is  that  portion  composed  of  those  volumes  relating  to 
the  artistic  development  of  the  human  race,  the  leading  feature  comprising 
those  books  relating  to  the  progress  of  painting.  This  portion  of  the  col¬ 
lection  contains  Important  Monographs  and  Biographical  Works  relating  to 
Great  Painters;  Illustrated  Books  of  the  Masterpieces  of  Famous  Art  Col¬ 
lections,  Galleries  and  Historical  Museums,  and  the  Works  of  the  Great 
Masters  of  Painting;  Historical  Works  relative  to  the  Art  of  Painting, 
including  the  Golden  Renaissance  period;  Dictionaries,  Encyclopedias. 
Periodicals  and  Illustrated  Art  Reviews,  etc.  Many  of  these  books,  on 
account  of  the  cost  of  production,  were  published  in  limited  editions  only. 

Incorporated  with  the  above  are  works  relative  to  the  Useful  Alts, 
including  Architecture,  Sculpture,  Decoration  and  Ornamentation,  and  com¬ 
prising, — Illustrative  Works  on  the  Ruins  of  Great  Britain;  Famous  Chateaux 
of  France;  Sketch-Books  by  Noted  Architects  on  the  Construction  of  Artistic 
Homes,  Villas,  Cottages  and  Mansions ;  Encyclopedias,  Dictionaries,  etc.  Those 
books  relating  to  Architecture  will  be  found  grouped  under  that  subject,  while 
others  are  classified  under  the  headings  of, — Bronzes,  Candelabras,  Furni¬ 
ture,  Enamels,  Ivories,  Jewels,  Lacework,  Metalwork,  Ornamenta¬ 
tion,  Pottery  and  Porcelain,  etc. 

A  prominent  part  in  the  Collection  is  that  occupied  by  the  group  of 
Colored-Plate  Books  Illustrative  of  the  Costumes  of  many  countries. 
Tliis  portion,  comprising  some  two  hundred  works,  is  the  most  extensive  one 
of  its  kind  offered  in  recent  years  at  public  sale  in  America.  It  includes  many 
of  the  finer  ivorks  on  the  subject,  and  covers  a  wide  range  of  nationalities, 
taking  in  nearly  every  country  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  from  Asia  to 
America,  and  depicting  the  Costume  of  various  races  from  Ancient  Times  to 
the  close  of  the  19th  century.  Among  them  will  be  found  several  of  the 
Finely  Colored  Large  Paper  Issues  of  the  Nineteenth  century. 

Closely  related  to  above  are  the  Fine  Colored-Plate  Books  illustrative 
of  English,  Welsh,  Turkish,  Asiatic,  Indian  and  Italian  Scenery,  some  of 
which  will  be  found  classified  with  the  preceding  items  (under  the  subject¬ 
heading  of  “Costumes’’),  on  account  of  the  Scenic-Plates  depicting  figures 
showing  the  dress  of  the  inhabitants. 

Next  in  importance  are  those  items  which  can  be  strictly  classified  as 
America.  These  books  have  all  been  grouped  under  this  heading  at  the  end 
of  this  catalogue  [Numbers  1815  to  2152,  inclusive].  Here  will  be  found 
items  of  interest  to  the  Collector,  relating  to  the  American  Revolution,  the 
North  American  Indians,  Town  and  State  Histories,  Family  Genealogy. 

^  Western  History;  Historical  items  relating  to  New  England,  Rhode  Island, 
Connecticut,  New  York  City  and  State,  New  Jersey,  Florida,  Texas,  Cali- 


fornia,  etc. ;  also  a  few  Views  of  Yew  York  City  and  other  places.  A  number 
of  these  items  are  of  exceptional  interest. 

Another  feature  of  the  Collection  is  that  represented  by  First  Editions 
of  English  and  American  Authors,  which  includes  works  by  T.  B.  Aldrich, 
J.  K.  Bangs,  W.  C.  Bryant,  8.  L.  Clemens,  Andrew  Lang,  George  Cruikshank, 
J.  E.  Drake,  Charles  Lever,  F.  Eider  Haggard,  Lafcadio  Hearn,  W.  I). 
Howells,  D.  G.  Mitchell,  James  Whitcomb  Biley,  John  Euskin,  E.  L.  Steven¬ 
son,  Y.  P.  Willis,  Eobert  Surtees,  and  others. 

Besides  the  above  subjects,  there  are  Standard  Sets  of  English  and 
American  Authors;  A  large  number  of  Illustrated  Books  relative  to  Sport¬ 
ing,  Horsemanship,  Ships,  Yachting,  Bird-Life,  Animal-Life,  Butterflies, 
Botany,  Flowers,  Ferns,  Landscape  Decoration,  and  Travels;  A  collection  of 
works  on  Folk-Lore  and  Fables;  A  number  of  Extra-Illustrated  Copies; 
Publications  by  the  Ellston,  Essex  House,  Eoycroft  and  Cranbrook  Presses,  and 
the  Grolier  Club ;  Illuminated  Books ;  Manuscripts  byt  Sangorski  ;  Scrap- 
Books  containing  clippings  and  engravings;  Caricatures,  Etchings  and  other 
Prints;  together  with  a  variety  of  other  subjects.

This  tract  can  well  be  classed  as  a  nugget  of  historical  interest  among 
those  early  American  pamphlets  relating  to  controversy  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  schemes  for  forming  new  State  Governments.  The  anony¬ 
mous  author  shows  a  strong  partisanship  for  the  “rights  of  the  common 
people,”  and  the  direct  election  of  their  state  officials,  such  as  Governor, 
Representatives,  Judges,  etc.,  some  of  which  are  to  be  voted  for  in  “town 
meetings.” 

Issued  at.  or  soon  after,  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
its  composition  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  other  works  of  the  same 
period,  notably  those  from  the  printing  presses  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina. 

This  copy  contains  a  few  printer’s  errors ;  at  one  place  the  word  “have” 
is  inserted  in  ’  manuscript,  the  handwriting  being  similar  to  that  of 
Thomas  Paine. 

In  his  Preface  the  writer  states  that  “The  people  best  know  their  own 
wants  and  necessities,  and  therefore,  are  best  able  to  rule  themselves  .  .  . 
That  I  may  help,  in  some  measure,  to  eradicate  the  notion  of  arbitrary 
power,  heretofore  drank  in ;  and  to  establish  the  liberties  of  the  people 
of  this  country  upon  a  more  generous  footing,  is  the  design  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  impartial  work  ...” 

In  the  course  of  this  essay  appear  the  following  remarks, — “Now 
is  the  time  to  be  critical  in  establishing  a  plan  of  government:  For  they 
are  now  planting  a  seed  which  will  arise  with  boughs,  either  extended 
to  shelter  the  liberty  of  succeeding  ages,  or  only  to  skreen  the  designs 
of  crafty  usurpers.” 

In  proposing  his  “Plan,”  the  writer  gives  eighteen  steps  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  his  object,  closing  his  work  with  a  reference  to  the  breach 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  American  Colonies  in  the  following 
words, — “It  appears  that  the  forms  of  government,  that  have  hitherto 
been  proposed  since  the  breach  with  Great-Britain,  by  the  friends  of 
the  American  states,  have  been  rather  too  arbitrary.  The  people  are 
now  contending  for  freedom,  and  would  to  God  they  might  not  only 
obtain,  but  likewise  keep  it  in  their  own  hands.  I  own  myself  a  friend 
to  a  popular  government,  have  freely  submitted  my  reasons  upon  it. 
And  although  the  plan  here  proposed,  might  not  ever  ‘have’  been  adopted 
as  yet,  nevertheless,  those  as  free,  have  alone  secured  the  liberties  of 
former  ages  ...”

Brunet  very  properly 
calls  it  “Cet  ouvrage  de  la  plus  grande  magnificence.”

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The  following  note,  attached  to  the  description  of  Mr.  Field’s  copy  of 
the  above  work,  gives  a  description  of  this  sumptuous  publication,  which 
is  worthy  of  note, — 

“The  immense  number  of  historical  documents  preserved  in  these 
volumes,  whose  mystery  has  never  been  solved,  may  be  conceived  when 
we  state  that  the  lirst  volume  contains  228,  the  second  225,  and  the  third 
152  colored  plates,  in  imitation  of  the  barbaric  task  of  the  Aztec  his¬ 
torians.  Many  of  these  plates  contain  hundreds  of  figures.  The  fourth 
volume  contains  plates,  of  which  many  are  immense  folding  sheets :  and 
although  uncolored,  are  beautifully  executed  representations  of  idols, 
statues,  buildings,  and  fortifications.  The  fifth  volume,  493  pages,  is  en¬ 
tirely  occupied  with  descriptions  (in  Spanish),  of  the  plates  in  the  first 
four  volumes;  and  the  sixth  volume,  540  pages,  is  filled  with  translations 
of  these  descriptions  accompanied  by  numerous  and  lengthy  notes.  The 
seventh  volume,  464  pages,  contains  a  report  of  Father  Sahagan’s  Historia 
de  Nueva  Espania.  Volume  eight  contains  notes  in  English,  entitled  a 
Continuation  of  Vol.  VI,  and  Extracts  from  Garcia,  Acosta  and  Tor- 
quemada/  with  Veytia  and  Simon’s  Treatises  on  the  Origin  of  the  Indians; 
and  a  report  of  Adair’s  History  of  the  North  American  Indians  In 
Volume  nine,  the  learned  and  noble  author  published,  for  the  first  time, 
the  work  of  Tezozomoc,  entitled  ‘Cronica  Mexicana,’  he  also  reproduces  the 
work  of  Ixtlilxochitl,  on  the  history  of  the  Chicemecas.  Also  another  work 
by  the  same  author,  entitled  Relaciones  Historicas,  which  I  have  not 
seen  elsewhere  printed.  The  last  treatise  (in  Spanish),  is  Ancient  Rites, 
sacrifices  and  idolatries  of  the  Indians  of  New  Spain. 

"The  sad  story  associated  with  these  volumes,  although  often  related, 
is  worthy  of  repetition  wherever  learning  is  honored,  or  devotion  to 
literature  esteemed.  The  Viscount,  Edward  Kingsborougli,  seems  to  have 
become  early  imbued  with  that  zeal  bordering  on  infatuation  which 
had  lured  so  many  scholars  before  him.  .The  desire  to  prove  that  the 
American  Indians  were  descendants  of  the  Jews  and  the  mystery  of  the 
Aztec  pictographs  first  attracted  his  interest  and  he  resolved  to  at  least 
preserve  these  unsolved  symbols  from  destruction.  While  a  scholar  at 
Oxford,  the  sight  of  an  original  Aztec  pictograph  described  by  Purchos 
aroused  that  devotion,  which  never  faltered  through  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  For  the  accomplishment  of  his  designs,  he  engaged  the  services 
of  several  scholars  and  learned  bibliophiles.  It  was  while  engaged  in  this 
employment,  that  Mr.  Obadiah  Rich  obtained  much  of  that  store  of 
information  relating  to  the  early  history  of  America,  which  made  him 
eminent.  All  the  libraries  and  archives  of  Spain,  were,  by  royal  mandate 
opened  to  his  search,  and  nearly  100  folio  volumes  of  MS.  copies  of  im 
portant  historical  documents  rewarded  his  labors.  The  whole  of  this 
treasure,  was,  after  the  death  of  Lord  Kingsborougli,  sold  at  auction  in 
Dublin,  and  Mr.  Rich  had  the  good  fortune  to  obtain  it  almost  entire. 
It  is  impossible  to  narrate  without  sadness,  the  fatal  termination  of 
this  generous  nobleman’s  devotion  to  his  project.  After  having  expended 
more  than  £30,000,  he  refused  to  comply  with  what  he  conceived  to  be 
the  unjust  demands  of  the  paper  makers,  and  was  arrested  in  Dublin, 
and  put  in  prison,  when  he  was  seized  with  the  jail  fever  and  died  in 
a  few  days.  Had  he  lived  a  few  months  longer,  he  would  have  inherited 
the  title  of  Earl  of  Kingston,  with  an  estate  of  £40,000  a  year.  Thus 
fortune  laughs  at  our  miseries ;  and  mocks  us  with  success  that  comes 
too  late.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Rich,  who  tells  us  this  sad  story, 
and  adds  with  justifiable  gratification,  that  Lord  Kingsborough  presented 
him  with  one  of  the  ten  copies  printed  on  large  drawing  paper,  should 
not  have  informed  us  how  large  a  number  of  copies  possessed  the  colored 
plates,  although  the  other  nine  were  presented  to  crowned  heads,  and 
public  institutions.”
